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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to show or fairly suggest a door check having the combination as claimed, 
including a lever having a ball guide groove in its side face, a check ball recess in the 
side face and being deeper than the groove, wherein the recess has a second width in a 
direction intersecting a centerline of the groove and a first width along the centerline of 
the groove. The second width is larger than the first width. As disclosed by the 
invention, the elongated recess prevents the check ball from colliding against an upward 
slope of the recess in a direction intersecting the centerline of the groove and therefore 
the generation of an abnormal noise can be prevented during opening of the vehicle 
door.
